The Cost of Knavery 


THEFTS of automobiles in 1921 were from 150 
1 
to 175 percent of those in 1920, according to 


figures of insurance companies. The. companies 
.fire seriously considering refusing theft insur- 
ance on cars, it is reported, because of the high 
rate of loss. Several companies have gone broke 
on the sudden increase of automobile thefts, and 
one of the strongest firms had lo stand a loss for 
the rear of nearly two million dollars. 


The worst part of il, from any standpoint, 


is that the insurance men attribute the. bulk of 
their losses to bogus thefts. The Eastern Auto- 
mobile Underwriters Association, from whose of- 
ficial reports the figures herewith were taken, 
concludes that theft insurance on automobiles 
cannot be made lo pay. Selling an old car iojhc 
insurance company by means of a faked theft is 
loo easy for too many owners to resist. 


It is a sad commentary on human nature. 


>!ot all men. of course, will "crcok" the insur- 
ance company, but enough apparently lo make 
insurance a losing game. The result is flial rates 
have been steadily boosted, and rules about in- 
surance have been made continually more strin- 
gent. In some of the new policies'!I is compul- 
sory for the owner to equip his rar with a stand- 
ard steering wheel lock. -Others make the in- 
•'surcd part insurer up to a certain amount of the 
loss, etc. Each is an additional burden on the 
honest man, taxed against him because other 
men are crooked. 
One seldom sees a clearer 


demonstration of the reason why honesty is re- 
garded as a necessity in even,- stage, and type of 
society. Dishonesty costs the community too 
much. What one steals another must pay for. 
Unless society keeps the great majority of men 
honest, it would disappear in chaos;
